PRELIMINARY REMARKS 


Dear Sir: 


With the present continuation-in-part application, Applicant has focused the invention 
from the parent application to address turbine brush seals capable of withstanding temperatures 
above at least about 400° C for at least about 10,000 hours. None of the prior art cited in the 
parent case discloses, teaches or suggests such a turbine brush seal. Moreover, much of that art 
appears to be directed to cloth flocking, and, as such, constitutes non-analogous art. In addition, 
none of the art from the parent case discloses, teaches or suggests a turbine brush seal filament 
having an n-point star cross-sectional shape.
